The findings -if the board are summa- 


rized as follows:

1^-rThe battle was fought. and won 


upon plans prepared by Rear .Admiral 
Sampson. 
/. 


2—Any directing of the movements of 


ships done by Schley during'the battl. 
wa; Inconsiderable. It was a captains' 
battle. 


3—The New York had no active part'in 


the fight. 


4—The Brooklyn was not engaged at so 


•close quarters as has been represented 
by the first report. On an average abe 
was. two miles-away from the en«my. 


5—The brunt of the fighting was borne 


by the Oregon, Texas and Iowa. 


6—The New York waa about nine mile* 


from the Colon when that ship sur- 
rendered, and between four or five miles 
from the nearest sinter ships engaged 
(from which signal distance is taken). 


7—The average range of the ships most 


engaged was about a mile and a half. 


8—No American ship at any time durr 


Ing the battle was within a mile of an un* 
•urren<S?-reo' Spanish ship. 


While chart* were made and the bat- 


tle fought over and over uptat aft on a 
chess boars', by the members, showing 
the position* of all the ships on both 
Bides in the entire engagement, the main 
dlBcnaalOB, a* far a* could b« learned, 
was in regard, to th* Brooklyn and New 
York. Accottlng to the testimony the 
Brooklyn was lying further out to lea 
than any of I ha Amarlcao ships. She 
headed In '•. -ice, and when about 2000 
yard* from the Atari*Teresa, which was 
leading the Spanish meet out, she turned 
to the eastward, tfcen doubled south- 
ward to sea for a short distance. Schley 
then followed a parallel course with the 
Spaniards, keeping up a running fight. 
He was well outside the course of the 
other American vessels and in the lead. 
He kept this position an average dis- 
tance of about two miles from the Colon 
until that ship surrendered. 


The issue of the battle, the board 


learned, was not affected by any signals 
that Schley made from his flagihlp. 
The Oregon dashed out from the very 
beginning of the engagement and kept 
within range of tire enemy until the fight 
ended. 


The New York, the board finds, did 


nething to affect the issue of the battle. 
When the Colon's flag came down the 
New York was nearly 10 mile, to the 
eastward. Sampson, on the New York, 
was near Slboney, where he heard the 
firing, and turned about and came back 
as fast as a forced draught could bring 
him. 
The New York was further Inshore 


than any'of the other vessels, but too far 
away to axlst any In the destruction of 
the Spanlih fleet. All she did waa to fire 
two shots at long range at a torpedo boat' 
destroyer. She did not reafcb the Colon 
UHtll.three-.quartera of an hour after the 
Oregon and • Brooklyn, and 15 minutes 
after the Texae reached there. The 
Text* signalled the Vixen, and the Vixen 
the New York, but the New York did 
not answer. 


At the time of the hottest lighting (be- 


tween 10 and 10:16 a. m.) the Brooklyn 
was In line with the Oregon, 'but three- 
quarters of a mile further out to eea. 
fhe Oregon at that .time was pouring- 
fire Into the Maria Teresa. The Oquendo 
waa about 3000 yard* distant with the 
Texan and Iowa a half mile to the rear 
ef her.

Gives President McKinley a

Omaha, Oct. 12—President McKtnley 


spoke today at trans-Mississippi ex- 
position to the largest crowd ever in 
the city. He received a tremendous 
ovation. He saiu in part: 


"One 
great law of life is progress. 


Nowhere is tills principle more strik- 
ingly illustrated than in the United 
States. Hitherto we have steadily en- 
forced the spirit of the constitution; 
we have avoided the temptations of 
conquest in a spirit of gain; we have 
made the triumphs of our system of 
government in the progress and pros- 
perity of. our people an inspiration to 
the whole human race. 


"We cannot shirk our international 


responsibilities If 
we would. They 


must be met with courage and wia- 
dom. We must follow duty even if 
our desire opposes. No deliberation 
can be too mature or self control too 
constant in this solemn hour of our 
history. We must • avoid the tempta- 
tion to undue aggression and. aim to 
secure only such results as promote 
our own and the general good. 


"The normal condition of the United 


States is not one of war. We would 
never enter upon a war until every 
effort for peace without it has been 
exhausted. Peace is tr.r- national de- 
sire and goal or cvc: 
\rnerican in- 


spiration. Th'. nuiiuLi-iai experience 
of the recent war has been from the 


j standpoint of patriotism an achieve- 


ment,

ELECTRICITY FROM WIND. 


R»ioa» Why Thl» Method of Crttlng 


It 10 (lot More Generally Adopted. 
If we mistake not, Dr. Fridtjof Naunen, 


In his latt attempt to reach the north pole, 
had the Fram equipped with a specially 
designed windmill, wbioh wlien operating 
drov« a dynamo and f urnlsbed the neces- 
sary current for lighting purposes. An 
uennoter erected on the roof of a building 
in Park pjaxjs, in. this , city 1ms-been for 
sornu time ioooewfully 'driving a dynamo 
In oennaction Witt a utoruirebattory plant, 
the currents from' wbiuh has beeu utilized 
for incandgeuenti lighting;- From this it 
will be seen that there- is nothing very 
new in the application of windmills to tha 
driving of dynamos.

purpose, In the first place such a.motivff 
power la always mom or lees uncertain 
and cannot always be depended upon. 
Thora may be a calm just at the time it is

or tho batteries nay be in use wlion a 
breeze springs up. This would necessitate 
having two sets of batfceries'at a consider- 
able cost; .Another .reason why aermotors 
have not been mpraiextengively adoptedjs 
probably due to tha, fact that current can 
now be goneratcd with steam as a motive 
power very economically, especially In. 
.large quantities. The erecting.of an aer- 
juotor and the installation of a number of 
. storage batteries with a dynamo moan a 
considerable outlay of money, especially 
when thb,post c&.qiaijitenau.ce and renew- 
als is token into account. Iircdrtft,tn~c'ase8 
it may be found that the intereslti on 'the 
batteries,* generator 'and windmill, witfa 
the' labor Item figured in, will cost aa 
much In the long run as the .current could 
be purchased for on the outsitib.

HOW SWAM* RANQER8 CALL AND 


CAPTURE THE REPTILES. 


The BellawUc tttmmun mm* Ik* rigkls 


of the UumaMrf Hulls— Haw Ne.l. 
Are Ualll ai>4 E««s H*t»U»*-V*- 
••Ilar Habits at Vttmim*. 
The ulligntor ii rapidly disappearing in 


the settled regions of Florida and beoom- 
lllsT suaroer evdljr day evau in such wuioto 
Mgloasas the Krarglados, owing to tho 
war of eitnrialuatlon wugod against It by 
hide hunters, taxtdermUta and dealers In 
curiosities. Those pursue it night and day 
year In and year out. The little ginger- 
lings just out of tho nest are In great do- 
nisml, us thoy mo worth from $9 to $3 
per hundred in tho local markets. The 
"ourio" dealers who purchase them often 
resell thorn nt 81 each to northern visitors, 
or clso they kill and stuff them into card 
plutes, cigar lujlderS'or whatever else their 
fancy suggest* and dispose of them at 
goo4 prices. Tlje young ar« frequently 
llired ApW tiieir JvirkJng, .places by a poor 
iniltajuon.cifj the grunts of their mother, 
and' men'eipirt iu mimicking her may 
capture a large number iu u duy, as they 
respond prouiptl^to the oalls and pourout 
of caTitius In hc& hssta to see the oaller. 
The moat export ugator callers"- 1 ever 
knew were. swamp rangers, both white 
and btacktfffhowera. born and bred within 
js> short liistanco of an alligator swamp, 
antji. thowfurs knew every intonation of 
tho saurian 's Voloo. Those men could make 
a ma^on oharge wildly at thorn across a 
broad stream >>y imitating the frightsned 
cries of ' her young or Inre a decrepit old 
bull by mimicking the grunts of the fo- 
rnale. They could in fact delude both old 
and young and often earned good sums 
by their art. 


Tho "bellowing season" begins In May 


and lasts until the middle of July, and 
during that time the nnmated bnlis make 
night hideous. In fighting each other they 
uso jaw and tail with tho utmost fury. 
They must deliver exceedingly heavy 
blows with the latter, for the sounds can 
be heard at a considerable distance. When 
one gets a good mouth hold on the other, 
it clings like » bulldog, but as the body 
armor is generally tootbproof, except in 
special places, little damage can be done 
even In a f retracted conflict. 


As the reptile* can only deliver blows at 


object* a little to ori» side of the head, it is 
amusing to see them try to get directly In 
front of each other and make circular 
sweeps With the tail in the blind hope that 
some may prove effective. I have.known 
them to fight for hours at intervals with 
great fury and have again seen a huge 
bull retreat In a most demoralized manner 
after reoelyins; 8 tnr blows. 


When the ftm£lB i.to ready to lay her 
eggs,' she retlrm to some : secluded wot or 
swampr place and builas out of mud, de- 
oayed vegatatlon and ruihos a nest two or 
three feet high and hating a large, firm 
base. If she builds on tidewater, she car- 
ries her mat farther hack— -some years 
more than others— as if sho knew when 
tides would bo unusually high, and the 
•strangest part of it is that, asarule, "high 
neats and high tides" go together. . The 
receptacle for the eggfl is deep and spacious 
and well made, Shs lays from 90 to 100 
eggs In this, usually In July, covering 
them with light, loose material to give 
tho young when hatched plenty of room, 
and makes the upper part suiid by beating 
' with her head ap'd walking over it several 
times 'to trample It down. She frequently 
walks over it while the eggs are incubat* 
Ing, in ordar to K«p it packed, for if it be- 
came loose the rain wonld enter and pre- 
, 


It uiuulty takes SO days (or the young 


to appear," and slie evidently knows the 
hour they should- announce their presence, 
for she keeps passing around the nest tha 
day wjaen they aro ox^eoted, beoomes nerv- 
ous, visually IrriMhKi, anil so pugnacious 
that she Is really tO'^nght anything from a 
mole taamau tbatapproocb.es hernnrsery. 
On hearing the young give their first faint 
oroak she begins, tearing away the covering 
with claws and jaws, and on reaching 
them give several endo&ring grunts, then 
proudly leads them to her oave: in the 
swamp, -stream or lake oloso by. From 
that movnont foi-Ward 6hB must vigilantly 
- watch her prosjeny OB prevent them from 
, being deitroyed' by enemies, for everything 
that eats fiesh seems to prey upon them. 
Fishes, snakes, owls, hawks, polecats and 
turtles devour them whenever they can, 
'but.thoir worsb foes are the bull alligators, 
for they destroy them out of mere wanton- 
ness. 


One of the peculiarities of the eggs of 


an alligator Is that they are. generally of 
dideront shapes, although the ends are al- 
ways alike. They are about 1)4 Inches in 
diameter, and the ordinary length of the 
newly, hatched youngsters is four inches. 
These do not eat any food for several days 
after leaving the nest and make a begin- 
ning on larvae, water Insects and frogs, 
gradually advancing to snakes, fishes and 
finally >to anything edible; 'They cannot 
cat food that requites tearing apart, owing 
to tho bluntnris and irregularity of their 
teeth. An adult saurian possesses 80 
teeth, if it has not lost any by accident, 
and no two are of ,the some size and shape 
except these opposite each other. That is 
why It cannot tsar fresh flesh and must 
allow it to putrefy Mure It can be eaten. 
The teeth aro hollow, yet strong, and are 
shed every yoar, so that the loss of a few 
In -a contBfit produces no permanent.ih- 
jury.' Both old and young catch their proy 
by lying in wait for it and striking it sud- 
denly with tho tail when it approaches 
near enough to < bo hit. Mouth and tail 
work automattBaily tagethor,for the caudal 
blow promptly knocks tho prey Into the 
distended, awaiting jaws. That given, the 
saurian backs off into deep water and bo- 
gilts rolling over, and over like a barrel, 
Or spinning round and round in a circle 
for the purpose of suffocating its cqpcive 
as speedily as possible. It then tnl-M its 
prey to some favorite retreat and buries it 
until it becomes tender enough, through 
•.•putrefaction, to bo easily .torn apart. —

The promised recommendation by 


Secretary Long that the grade of ad- 
miral be revived, and that Rear Ad- 
miral George Dewey be promoted to 
the position, will be generally ap- 
proved, not only m the United States 
but in Great Britain, Admiral Dewey 
Is by all odds the most popular hero 
of tl'e •« ar and the American people 
have been eager to show their appreci- 
ation of his work in the Philippines. 
It is said that the Admiral has re- 
ceived expensive cable dispatches from 
many people who have never met him, 
convening congratulations and senti- 
ments of appreciation. The Admiral's 
firmneis and decision are admired by 
his countrymen, who feel that the 
hero of Manila is a man who will not 
permit the flag to suffer any insult. 


It was not alone the great victory of 


May 3 that won the hearts of the 
Americsui people 
toward 
Admiral 


Uewey. The victory was sufficient to 
show that Dewey was the right man 
in the right place, but the Incidents 
which 
followed the arrival 
of the 


foreign warships, especially the ships 
of the German navy, confirmed that 
evidence in a way that still further 
brightened the Dewey laurels There 
Is no denying the fact that the Ger- 
man admiral annoyed Admiral Dewey 
whenever he could, but he conformed 
to the American harbor regulations, 
because he had to reckon with a man 
of the Grant and Farragut type. An 
Austrian warship which made itself 
particularly 
discourteous 
to 
the 


United States fleet w as compelled to 
acknowledge American supremacy and 
ealute the flagship Olyrnpia Admiral 
Dewey w as determined to uphold the 
bonor of the flag, aid the German and 
Austrian commanders came to time 
when they ascertained the quality of 
his mottle. 


The friendly attitude of the British

Seriously, 
the popularity of the play Is almost un- 
precedented, and this In spite of tho fact 
that some of the most self satisfied critics 
In the town wrote It down with groat sav- 
ageness after seeing It for the first time. 
Mansfield isnatnrally much gratified over 
the box office receipts, but his friends soy 
he is happier over the pnhlio reversal of 
certain critical judgments than he is over 
the inflow Of money. 


The Hmnideia of the Future. 


Those who have known Mr. Mansfield 


longest and best are wondering what ef- 
fect his present truly overwhelming tri- 
umph will have on the actor's personality. 
Tor years ho has been considered the most 
thoroughly eccentric of all the best known 
dramatic lights in America, for years his 
temper has been reputed to be as peppery 
and vinegary as human being well could 
display, for years his nerves have been 
spoken of as constant!/ on edge and for 
years he has been justifying bis reputa- 
tion as to all these particulars by writing 
the most extraordinary epistles to the 
newspapers and making the most extraor- 
dinary remarks to his friends. 
Last spring after the close of the' 'First 


Violin" engagement he declared himself 
ready to shako the dust of Tankoeland 
from his feet because Americans didn't 
understand how to treat genius, and his 
denunciation of the newspaper critics was 
bitter in the extreme. It is quite possible 
that he will now become more short tem- 
pered, less tolerant of criticism than 
ever before, and some who have studied 
him predict that precisely this will hap- 
pen. Whether it does or not, the fact re- 
mains that lie has made a hit that will 
hold an important place in dramatic his- 
tory for many years to come and may 
teach respect for him and his work to some 
of those who have most delighted to make 
fun of his personal peculiarities. 


Few who have read the extraordinarily 


solemn letters Mr. Mansfield has sent to 
the newspapers within the past few years 
could readily believe that he ever played 
the part of a practical joker on tho stage. 
Yet onoof his eaillestand greatest, though 
not most legitimate hits, was made by a 
little joke played by him on two comedi- 
ans, one of whom had been cast for a part 
covoted by Mansfield himself. 


Mansfield was a youngster then, and he 


determined to take the shine off the work 
of these two comedians if such a thing 
could possibly be done and to that end 
cudgeled his brain incessantly for nearly a 
week before tha opening performance of 
the engagement. All three—Mansfield and 
the two comedians—wen on tho stage 
during the greater part of an entire scene. 
They had plenty to do, but his part was 
wholly a thinking one. He provided him- 
self, however, with a big pin, one quite 
large enough to be visible In the audi- 
torium. While the two comedians were 
doing their best to amuse the audience by 
their business and dialogue young Mans- 
field proceeded to nullify their efforts al- 
most completely by manipulating this 
enormous pin. It took a few minutes for 
those In the seats to "oatoh on," bnt when 
this had been done Mansfield fixed it in 
the way every, schoolboy well remembers, 
point up, 90 that, should, ha. sit down he 
would surely lie impaled. 


By this time nine-tenths of the audience 
was watching him expectantly, while gig- 
gles and snickers were to be heard all over 
the house. The merriment was increased 
by his apparent forgotfulness of the pin 
and the possibility that he might himself 
be more surprised than any one olse upon 
assuming a sitting posture, and so absorb- 
ing became the general interest in the 
situation that the sceno drew to a close 
without one laugh at the work done by 
the comedians. As the curtain began to 
fall Mansfield deliberately sat, bnt just as 
everybody was preparing to shriek with 
laughter ho removed the pin. Of course 
this brought down the house, to the in- 
tense mortification of tho comedians, and 
Mansfield was elated at tho success of bis 
scheme. But his elation was short lived, 
for the manager, sitting In front, had seen 
tbo whole performance, and he promptly 
gave the practical joker two weeks' notice.

A light or medium colored cigar 
is not necessarily mild or medium in 
flavor, for the simple reason thai, (he 
color refers to the outside wrapper only, 
Which ia itself Is of very thin substance, 
and in quantity Is of very small propor- 
tion to the other materials that make 
np the cigar. As a matter of fact, the 
fillers and bnnch wrappers will deter- 
mine the body qj-_ strength of the oigaft 
The actual strength cr otherwise of the 
inner body of the oignr—viz, fillers and 
bunch wrappers—is too often an un- 
known quantity. It is quite trne that 
a statement may be made that these 
parts are so-and-so or a mixture of this 
and that and give a certain ash, etc., 
bnt thief explains nothing. Not only are 
thero various grades of the same tobacco 
in relation to quality, bnt there are also 
a variety of grades that determine 
Strength. With the exception that cer- 
tain tobaccos have varying degrees ot 
body or otherwise, a mild, medium or 
full cigar is largely a matter of chance.
